Chapter 6. 


“The Scientific Housing of Laying 
Hens’ ig the subject of this sixth 
chapter of this serial story. This.sub- 
ject may ™ somewhat ambiguous 
when we learn that laying hens do 
not need a poultry house in Southern 
California. Chaties Weeks has learned 
in his many years of practical @xpe- 
rience that layiig hens need only a 
covered vard and an airy place to 
-recst, sheltered from the winter rains 
here in this moderate climate. He has 
therefore devised « poultry house 
which edmitg the life giving sun- 
shine at the time of day When the 
heng need it and at thé same 
time gives free, open &ir stonditions 
with ample shade and shelter. Most 
poultrymen heuse their hens too 
closely and crowd them on the perch 
at night. 


The Weeks’ type of poultry houre 
runs north and south and ig entirely 
open on both the east and weat sides 
to admit the morning and evening 
sufishine. when hens want it most. 
The individual vunits are 24 feet 
square, separated from each other by 
“a cross partition and nouse 260 hens 
each. The six perches run across the 
pen Mext to the north partition and 
have heavy 2-inch wire netting Just 
beneath, through which the droppings 
fall te the ground floor below. Also 
there is wire netting from the perches 
te the floor, thus fencing the hens 
entirely away from the droppings. 
The perches are 4 feet from the 
ground. thug removipg the hens from 
the odor of the droppings. The drop- 
ss ary almost as fast as they fal!

Jt ts the crow- 
ding of fowls together between a 
dropping board and a roof that cause.

Perhaps one of the biggest problems 
tm keeping large numberg of laying 
hens is how to get clean, pure. fresh 
air to each hen at night as she ‘sits 
on the pe and stili be free fronr 
drafts. In the Weeks’ pian the hen 
site above the draft and yet has am- 
pie fresh air cOming up through the 
wire from beneath. Poultrymen make 
the mistake of trying to give the hens 
all the room in the daytime and very 
little space at night. when im fact 
they need almost as‘ much space at 
night as during the @ay to secure the 
fresh gir without overheating. Lay- 
ing hens do not need range, if they 
have clean quarters, fresh sir free 
from dust and plenty of sunshine, Mr. 
Weeks says that this sanitary ar- 
vengement of the percnes is one of 
hie most valuable contributions in the 
way of poultry inventtons. 

Bome people may object to fencing 
om” eix feet of the 24-foot pen for 
roosting quarters, but Mr. Weeks con-

Britain and America Agree 
on Christiansen Case 


Sout to London for 
Boats’ Seizure 


Craft Will be Returned end 
Court Cases Quashed 


WASHINGTON, July 18. .”)— The 
celebrated and complicated inter- 
national case involving Boatswain 
Larry Christiansen of the United 
States Coast Guard and, indirectly, 
“Pop” Nesle, former dry agent, has 
been settled by diplomatic negotia- 
tions between Washington and Lon- | 
don. 

In admission of the violation of 
British sovereignty by Christiansen, |. 
the Washington government formnia)- 
ly has expressed its regrets to 
London. In addition, it has agreec 
to surrender to the British authori- 
ties the two American registered 
rum-laden vessels seized by Chris- 
tiansen off the Bahamas and their 
cargoes and it has quashed pro- 
ceedings in American courts against 
the crews of the two vessels. 


ONE OTHER QUESTION 
The only remaining question is 
‘whether Christiansen is liable un- 
der Coast Guard articles of war 
or American criminal law for prose- 
cution on allegations of complicity 
in the theft of some of the seized 
liquor, a charge on which Nesle was 
convicted and for which he scrvea 
time in the Bahamas. The British 
authorities have submitted evidence 
as to the share they charge Chris- 
tiansen had in that transaction and 
this information has Been handed 
gen the State Department both 


Treasury 

Christiansen, commanding 
Coast Guard patrol vessel. seized 
the two rum-laden ships off the 
Bahamas last September. There is 
an. unsettled dispute as to whether 
the actual seizure was made. with- 
in British tefritorial waters. Chris- . 
tiansen contending he overhauled 
and took possession of the  twe 
ships five miles offshore in the open 


IN BRITISH WATERS 
The point proved to be of no im- 
portance, however, as Christiansen 
subsequently took the captured ships 
into British waters, landing his PT 
prisoners and the seized cargoes at | : 


Gun Cay, Bahamas, where they | 
spent the night, being transferre/ | 
to another Coast Guard vessel the | 
following day and sent te the Unit- 
ed States. 4 
It is this entry of British furisdic- | 
tion, admittedly in definance of all | 
international law and custom, which | 
prompted the American apology and | 
the offer to surrender the seized 
vessels and their crews and car- 
goes to British authority. 
The actual date for delivery of 
vessels. and cargoes, the prisoners 
having already been set at liberty 
an bail remitted. is awaiting only 
designation of time and place by 
the British authorities. The Coast 
Guard desires to make the delive 
at Gun Cay but that is unsetled. 


CHARGES MADE 
As a sequel to Christiansen’s ac- 


fact that he was then,a fugitive | 
ie American justice, carried out 
a theft of a part of the seized. liq- 
uor when it was landed by Chris- . 
tiansen at Gun Cay. ‘They also. 
charged Christiansen with com- 
plicity in that theft and sought es 
extradition under a treaty which 
makes no exception as to members 
of -. the armed forces of cither 
country, 
The Washington government was 
unwilling to interpret the treaty as 
including Members of the armed 
forces undertook to persuade 
the British to drop the proceedings 
against Christiansén with assur- 
ances that he would be transferred 
to other work or otherwise disci- 
plined for violation of British sov- 
ereignty. 

NESLE WAS PILOT 
Christiansen had explained that 
Nesle was aboard his craft as a 
pilot because he knew the waters 
where the seizure was made.

in New York City. 

This is the first time, according 
to the announcement, that the 
Pennsylvania or any other eastern 
line, has created an. officer to Han- 
die this division of freight exc!u- 
Sively, and as such it reflects the 


growing importance attached to it. 
It also follows the development last 
fall of extensive perishable termi- 
nal facilities of the road in New 
York City.

It is said that of al} 
perishable produce shipped in the 
United States, California siipples 
approximately one-quarter, or 250,- 
000 cars annually, having an ap- 
proximate value of $200,000,000. All 
produce shipments from Southern 
California are estimated roughly 
at 185,000 cars per annum. 
Shipments of the California Frvit 
Growers’ Exchange alone for the 
1926-1927 season had a net f.ob. 
value here of $85,117,000. Of this 
figure a small fraction was by ship. 
Rail shipments totaled 72,600 cars. 
A recent report of the Federal 
Bureau of Markets estimated an av- 
erage annual traffic of 200,000 cals 
into New York City, approximately 
7000 cars a day. Of this amount, 
California supplied about 56,000 cars, 
or nearly one-third of the total. 
Grape shipments in the past few 
years have taken a dominant po- 
sition in relation to traffic figures. 
New York City received 25,000 cars 
of this commodity last year, and 
of the total shipments approximate- 
ly 80 per cent were from Califor- 
nia. Other leaders in the traffic 
activity from this State are citrus 
fruits, cantaloupes and lettuce.

RAFFIC EXPERIMENTS 

They are trying out new plans of 
traffic regulation in eastern cities. In In- 
dianapolis an amber light indicates that 
the signal is about to change, and wheei 
traffic must not start on that light. Pe- 
destrians are not permitted to start until 
the gong has sounded three times. In 
Atlantic City no pedestrian is permitted 
to cross the street except when an amber 
light is shown.

PROHIBITION CONVENTION 

When the convention of the Prohi- 
bition party was called to meet at Chi- 
cago the call was deemed by many peo- 
ple to be an act of supererogation. The 
wet New York press ridiculed it, as 
might have been expected, and there 
were drys who professed themselves un- 
able to see just what part in the politi- 
cal drama the party was trying to play. 


‘The delegates met and placed William 
F. Varney in nomination for the Presi- 
dency and James A. Edgerton for the 
Vice-Presidency. On the first ballot 
Herbert Hoover received forty-two votes, 
and two derisive votes were cast for 
Gov. Smith. Mr. Hoover received only 
eleven less votes on that ballot than 
were cast for Mr. Varney. Indeed, there 
was much sentiment in favor of the Re- 
publican standard-bearer. This senti- 
ment has crystallized into the adoption 
of a provision by the convention that 
its central committee will substitute the 
names of major candidates for 


those of the men they have nominated | tary 


if those major party candidates will pub- 
licly declare that they personally stand 
for the principles of prohibition, that 
they uphold the alcoholic content pro- 
vision of the Volstead Act, recommend 
legislation to obtain efficient enforce- 
ment and that in appointing officials for 
enforcement they shall be “the un- 
doubted friends of prohibition.” 


As Alfred E. Smith has gone on record 
for the revision of the Volstead Act, this 
automatically eliminates his name as a 
Prohibition party candidate. The 
choice, if any, therefore, will be Herbert 
Hoover, as there is nothing in the Pro- 
hition party’s stipulations disconsonant 
with the dry plank in the platform up- 
on which he stands nor to his personal 
views in regard to the Volstead Act. 


At the last Presidential election the 
Prohibition party polled 57,520 votes for 
its candidate, Herman P. Faris. Califor- 
nia cast 18,365 of these votes, or nearly 
one-third. Formerly strong Prohibition 
party States cast but few votes for Mr. 
Faris. In the 1920 election the party 
polled 189,408, or not many more than 
half the number cast in its peak year of 
1892. In five of the intervening Presi- 
dential elections the vote stood some- 
what in excess of 200,000 each time. 


That there should have been only a 
little more than one-quarter of the old- 
time Prohibition vote cast in 1924—a re- 
sult due, of course, to the Volstead Act— 
caused many Prohibitionists to regard 
the party as having survived its useful- 
ness. But it convened at Chicago “as a 
matter of principle,” and that principle 
will be well conserved if the decision is 
made by the party leaders to recommend 
to their organization the substitution of 
the name of Herbert Hoover for that of 
the candidaté they have nominated 
provisionally.

HILEAN-PERUVIAN PEACE 

It augurs well for Secretary Kel- 
logg’s general plan of international 
peace that he should have been able to 
restore the long-severed diplomatic re- 
lations between Chile and Peru. The re- 
sumption of these relations presages not 
only the settlement of the forty-year-old 
Tacna-Arica dispute, but it means the 
restoration of commercial ties and great- 


prosperity for the two countries so 


er 
long bitterly alienated. 

The territory known as Tacna-Arica 
has been the bone of contention. For- 
merly consisting of two Peruvian prov- 
inces, this territory was taken by Chile 
from Peru after the defeat of the latter 
country in the three-sided war of 1879, 
engaged in by Bolivia, Chile and Peru, 
but Peru would not consent to the sepa- 
ration. The matter was left to arbitra- 
tion several times, but objection always

Bolivia agreed 
and Chile accepted the plan “in princi- 
ple,” but Peru reserved its decision. Since 
then no settlement of the controversy 
has been reached, but with the long- 
deferred restoration of diplomatic rele- 
tions between Peru and Chile effected by 
Secretary Kellogg, an agreement is now 
in sight.
